On being called on to surrender, Subedar 
Kale Khan, the leader ol the gang, opened file liom his revol- 
ver from the window of the first floor This led to an ex- 
change of lire, A party of the foice which included Head 
Constable Ajaib Singh and Constable Makhan Singh was 
ordered to enter the house but beiore they could do so 
Subedar Kale Khan came out brandishing his revolver. Head 
Constable Ajaib Singh, unmindful of his personal safety, 
grappled with his and with the help ot Constable Makhan 
Singh, overpowered him. 

Later it was learnt that the remaining members of Ihe gang 
were hiding in village Kunyal. The force encircled the house 
where the gang was suspected- to be hiding. In these disposi- 
tions again Head Constable Ajaib Singh volunteered to take 
a dangerous position at a comer ot the house. On seeing the 
olicc, one of the gang armed with a dagger came out of the 
ouse. Head Constable Ajaib Singh immediately fired at him 
but missed and the desperado started running away dodging 
Lhe fire which was opened by the other groups of the force.
